Pioneer of 
Carseland Dies 


An old-timer in the province, Ben- 
jamin McKinnon, 58, of Carseland, 
died in a Calgary hospital, Sunday 
morning, after a brief illness. 

Born in Priceville, Ont., he came to 
Alberta in 1911, and worked for George 
Lane at the Namaka farm until 1914, 
when he moved to the Carseland dis- 
trict where he farmed and _ ranched. 
He was a past member of the Strath- 
more masonic lodge. Last year, Mr. 
and Mrs. McKinnon celebrated their 
silver wedding anniversary. 

For 22 years, Mr. McKinnon worked 
with the Bawlf Grain Company, and 
for the past year, he had been with the 
Alberta Pacific Elevator Company, at 
Stranguir, Alberta. 

Surviving are his wife, Lina; one 
daughter, Mrs. Grace Slack, of Bell- 
flower, Calif.; two sons, Benjamin and 
Louis, of Carseland; two sisters, Mrs. 
Ruth Alveoran and Mrs. Christina Mc 
Kee, both of Priceville, Ont.; three 
brothers, Lachlan, Calgary, James, of 
Butte, Montana, and John, of Peace 
River; and one grandchild. 

The McKinnons resided in Strath- 
more for several years where they 
made many friends who will extend 
sincere sympathy to the bereaved fam- 
ily. 

The funeral will be held from Strath- 
more United Church Saturday, June 
12 at 2.30 p.m., Rev. S. R. Hunt cf- 
ficiating.

THE BOMBER PRESS IN GREAT BRITAIN

— 
CONFERENCES WITH CABINET 
MINISTERS 


—— 
As mentioned in an earlier article, 


in addition to the conference which we 
had with Britian’s Prime Minister, we 
had informal meetings with a number 
of the Cabinet Ministers. 

Naturally as editors we were partic- 
ularly interested in meeting the Minis- 
ter of Information, the Hon. Brendan 
Bracken. Before his appointment to 
this post in July 1941, Mr. Bracken 
was Parliamentary Secretary to 
Prime Minister Churchill. He has had 
practical publishing experience, hav- 
ing been editor of the “The Banker”, 
Chairman of the “Financial News,” 
and managing director of the “The 
Economist.” 

Mr. Bracken is the fourth man to 
have held the Ministry of Information 
post since the beginning of the war. 

Our conference with him was an in- 
spiring one. He told us something 
about what England is doing. “The 
people of England,’ he said, “are 
working harder than any other people 
have in any war. A series of nothing 
but misfortunes has not destroyed our 
senses. The English people are all 
out in their war effort, but they will 
still do more. Whatever happens, the 
English will never surrender. We will 
see this thing through to the absolute 
end. 

“Some people think that after the 
war, England will give up her Empire 
and Imperialism. This is entirely 
wrong. We will not sell our heritage 
for a mess of potage. We have an im- 
mence contribution to pay to poster: 
ity, and no government will ever agree 
to the dismemberment of the British 
Empire. 

‘The British lion is not a mangy dy- 
ing animal, nor will he be confined in 
an iron cage. Only in the years to 
come will the effort of England be real- 
ly understood.” 

Such was part of the message that 
the Hon. Bredan Bracken had for us. 

We found the Ministry of Informatin 
most co-operative during our stay in 
England. The passes issued by that 
department were so effective that the 
others which had been issued to us 
were almost superflous. 

We met Hon Ernest Bevan, Minister 
of Labour, in his office and had a talk 
with him. Mr. Bevan was born in 1884 
and started his career as truck driver 
was general Secretary of the Trans- 
port Workers’ Union, and. in 1940, be- 
came Minister of Labour and National 
Service. Some people think that he 
may some day be Prime Minister. 


His is one of the most important 
tasks today, for Britain is manning the 
world’s greatest navy, maintaining 
armies in many parts of the world, 
supplying a steady stream of youths 
forthe R.A. F., keeping up home de- 
fences, fire fighting and A. R. P. ser- 
vices, and steadily increasing pro- 
duction of war supplies. No wonder 
that he told cs there was no such thing 
as a saturation point in manpower. 

He has made a wonderful succcess 
of his task, but it must be remembered 
that this result could not have been at- 
tained without the enthusiastic co-op- 
eration of the entire poputation. 

In answer to our question he said 
that there is very little wilful absente- 
eism. But when we asked him about 
labour troubles in certain places, he 
impatiently replied that the news 
papers had to make news, and “virtue 
has no news value.” 

He thinks that the war is teachine 


the Unitcd Kingdom a great deal about 
transportation which will have an ef: 
fect after the war is over. 

We had an _ interesting conference 
with the Hon. L. S. Amery, who is 
Secretary for India and Burma. He 
told us a great deal about the trouble. 
some elements in India. Most of us 
went away with a new conception of 
the India problem. We also began to 
realize how little most people know a- 
bout it. 

Mr. Amery has travelled in most 
parts of the world, and as we left, he 
said, ‘I wish the war were over so that 
I could pay another wisit to Canada.” 

The last conference we had with 
Sir. R. Stafford Cripps, who is probab- 
ly better known to Canadians than any 
other minister except the Prime Min- 
ister. He has been a very successful 
legal counsellor, and is now Lord Pri- 
vy Seal. 

He has a very attractive personality 
a keen mind, and our whole impression 
of him was entirely favourable. It 
was an intensely interesting confer- 
ence, for he spoke of Russia and his 


mission to that country, and about 
India and the failure of his mission 
there. 


Sir Staf.ord Cripps is a deeply re 
ligiuos man. A few days before we 
met him he had given an address in 
Bristol which aroused wide discussion. 
He declared that he felt the Church 
had failed to give leadership expected 
of it, and that it must be reawakened 
to a realization of its responsibilities. 
die thinks that the disestablishment 
of the Church of England is not far off. 

Next to the conference with Prime 
Minister Churchill, this was the most 
interesting meeting we had. I gave us 
much food for thought. 

Our conference with Lord Woolton 
Minister of Food, and the Hon. Herb- 
ert Morrison, Minister of Home Secur- 
ity, have been described in previous 
articles. Lord Woolton, whose name 
before he became a peer was Freder- 
ick James Marquis, has brought a fine 
business experience to his task. He 
was chairman of Lewis Limited, on» 
of Britain’s largest departmental 
stores, treasurer of Liverpool Univers- 
ity, chairman of the Liverpool Medical 
Research Council, a director of Martin 
Bank and director of the Royal Insur 
ance Co. and of many other corpora- 
tins. 

The way in which he has handled 
the food situation in England compels 
the admiration of all. 

The Hon, Herbert Stanley Morrison 
is another Labour man, having been 
secretary of the London Labour Party 
and also of the National Labour Party. 
He led the group assailing Chamber- 
lain’s war policies. He became Min- 
ster of Supply, and later Minister of 
Home Security. His chief task is to 
look after Civil Defence, which was 
formerly known as Air Raid Precau- 
tions. His talk with us was covered 
in the tenth article which was about 
A. R. P. work. 

These ministers whom we me‘ are 
charged with the work of conducting 
vital parts of the war effort. They 
gave us a valuable insight into the 
way they have overcome their prob-

@ Housewives must buy frying pans 
and tea kettles, but when a Toronto 
hardware merchant was dicovered to 
be selling them above the maximum 
price he was fined $200. 


@ Bananas hardly flood the market, 
but when a Montreal retailer sold 
them above the maimum price he was 
fined $100. 
@ Coupons Cover Meat in Locker— 
Consumers, including farmers, who 
had meat stored in lockers when meat 
rationing became effective required 
to declare their holdings before June 
30, officials of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board state. The report should 
be made to the nearest branch office 
of the Ration Administration, and in- 
clude meat coupons from the ration 
books of members of the household, 
to cover the meat at the rate of one 
coupon for each two pounds of meat 
stored. The number of coupons need 
not exceed 50% of the total number of 
coupons attached to the family ration 
books. Thus, if a family of five have 
100 pounds of meat stored in a locker 
the average is 20 pounds for each per 
son, Each member of the household 
should turn in 10 coupons, one of each 
pair up to an including number 10.

Summer Work for 


Teachers And Students 


Hon. Humphrey Mitchell. Minister 
of Labour, today appealed to school 
teachers and to students—university, 
college, high school and lower school, 
to engage at farm work or other use- 
ful employment during the long sum- 
mer vacation this year, “Farmers will 
be in most urgent need of all the help 
they can get, all thruogh the summer” 
the Minister said. “Other important 
war industries are also short of work- 
ers. Therefore, te government confi- 
dently hopes that teachers and 
students will not regard the closing 
down of the schools for the summer as 
a holiday this year, but rather that 
they will consider the time as giving 
them an opportunity to aid directly in 
solving Canada’s wartime labor prob- 
lems. The nation will need all the 
help these people can give.” 


Hon. Mr. Mitchell also pointed out 


that in view of labour shortages, far- 
mers will have to exercise a good deal 
of patience when some teachers, and 
students and others first begin to work 
in agriculture. “With the shortage of 
fully qualified workers, all industries 
have had to take inexperienced people 
In dustrial plants have shown consid- 
erable patience and ingenuity in train- 
ing workers who were new to the job. 
In order to develop the labor required 
from the materials available, it will be 
necessary that farmers do the same. 
Last year many farmers showed a 
good deal of patience in intiating per- 
sons not accustomed to farming. It is 
to be hoped and expected that all 
farmers will this year give evidence 
of the same spirit.”

INTERESTING LETTER 
FROM PRISONER OF WAR 


The following letter was received by 
Miss C. Tudor from Cpl. Reg Popham 
a Prisoner of war in Germany. 

Cpl. Reginald Rex Popham is the on- 
ly son of Mrs. Carrie Popham of Cal- 
gary. He is 24 years old and received 
his education in Calgary. He joined 
the Signallers Corps in 1989. He went 
overseas in 1941 and took part in the 
Dieppe raid in which he was reported 
missing and presumably dead but was 
later reported to be a prisoner of war 
in Germany. 


Sunday, March 21, 1943. 
Dear Cerydwen; 

Your most welcome letter 
on March 16th. and to say I was sur- 
prised would be putting it mildly. 
From your statement, “there’s lots of 
time,” I draw this conclusion. Time 
somehow passes more slowly outside 
a Stalag than it doesin. Each passing 
day here is another strike on us, and I 
am beginning to feel it. I'll tell you 
a little about our happy home. Start- 
ing from the outside it is like a big 
pasture. You know, barbed wire, but 
a lot more than is used to keep cows 
in. The camp is divided into sections, 
or compounds as we know them, each 
separated by barbed wire. Each com- 
pound contains, huts, a walk, too many 
prisoners, and a few guards. Some 
life eh? I hope I shall hear from you 
again soon, 

Well having used up my weekly is- 
sue of writing material, I shall have 
to close. My best regards to our 
mutual friends. 

Upon reading this over, I realize it 
isn’t such a good letter, but material 
here is not the best, or news the latest, 
but I'll write againwery shortly. Hop- 
ing for an end, I come to one.
